Stim­ 
ulation of the intestines follows, 
with relief of pain but only until 
a return of all symptoms with high 
fever, and finally the operating 
surgeon finds an inflamed appen­ 
dix which has ruptured, producing 
peritonitis. 
"The least toxic of our pain re­ 
lievers is aspirin, so a supply is in 
order. 
Syrup of Ipecac 
“Only parents can know the 
anxiety that can come during the 
night when a child has the croup. 
For this condition, a very good 
drug to have on hand is Syrup of 
Ipecac; one-half to one full tea­ 
spoon may be given to produce 
vomiting, thus freeing the bron­ 
chial passages of the mucous that 
has a choking effect. This dosage 
may be repeated if necessary, to 
give complete relief until the phy­ 
sician can be called. 
"A small bottle of tincture of 
benzoin compound may be kept in 
the home medicine chest to be used 
as an inhalant for colds and 
coughs. One-half teaspoonful in a 
pint of hot water is the proper 
proportion. 
"A teaspoonful of boric acid 
powder irs a pint of warm, distilled 
water makes a mild antiseptic so­ 
lution for irrigating a draining 
car, or to be used as an eye wash 
until it is possible to get expert 


advice.
